FANNY: pioneers of sequins end spend** 
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DEREK AND THE DOMINOES QUICKSILVER MESSENGER FANNY 


Layla' 

(RS0 2671 110) 

ERIC CLAPTON may never hive b««n God 
bid tw lurehpf penned the next beet thing to 
an anthem when he wrote Layla 1 - From that 
magical opening riff and super aoaraway 
lead guitar all the way to the lilting piano 
figures on the fade. Layla' has proved Itself 
not merely one of THE rock classics of the 
Seventies hut. judging from its recent chart 
success, a class! e for the Eighties loo. 

And yet ft was over two years before It was 
recognised- When the album that bear* its 
name was flrsl released I n 1370 Eric 
Clapton's popularity was well on the wane. 
Certainly he d come starbursting cm of the 
r n b and blues booms of ihe early sixties, 
his guitar fuelling the llltes of The Yerdbirds 
and John Mayairs Blussbreakers, Bui the 
suspicion was that he'd burned himself out 
with Cream. 

So only a law si III look him seriously when 
he came up with an "anonymous' double 
album- Two summers later, however, as 
Layla 1 joined the likes of Roxy Music and 
Alice Cooper In the Top Ten, the general 
public were to discover it was chock full of 
Fine songs and fantastic playing end 
boaslad a Tom Oowd production and 
sounded breathtaking whether heard 
through headphones or blasting out at a 
rock disco. 

Now it's 19B2. an awesome twelve odd 
years since Ihe tape started rolling down 
there in Miami. Florida, and lay la the album 
sounds at loud and proud as ever. Clapton 
himself was in particularly fine form. His 
aongwriting developing apace he was only 
one step short of (he classics like 't Shot The 
Sheriff' that graced the '41G Ocean 
Boulevard' album. But Layla' Isn’t really 
about songs — It's about blowing and 
throughout Clapton's soloing rivals his best 
work with Cream. 

Burt enough of Derek for it would be a 
crime to ignore the Dominoes themsalvfee. 
Lett to right they were the late Duane Allman 
on Slide guitar and the late Bobby Whitlock 
on keyboards and backing vocals, kicked 
from behind by one of Southern Rock s most 
celebrated rhythm section s Jim Gordon 
{drums) and Carl Radio (base). 

With years of session and gigging 
experience between them these four shadow 
Clapton's every move, trading licks here, 
bolstering up the odd weak vocal there and 
providing a rock solid undertow of a beat- Of 
course if waa all simple stuff, twisting 
moodily off the same twalva ban and 
probably not what you'd expect lo read 
about lo Kerrang! But if you want to hear a 
master at the height ol ms powers .. look 
PO further.

Happv Trails' 

(Capitol GO 2012) 
i WONDER whether Eddie van Helen slips 
this album on the turntable after a hard night 
at the guitar. After all he and his mob only 
recorded the title track as the B -s Ida of their 
’Pretty Woman' single and, old song though 
It they must have heard it somewhere 
first. Somehow though I reckon they might 
not have been too impressed with the 
Quicksilver Messenger Service s loose. 
alU stoned-together rendition of the old 
American folk tun e for it leaves a lot lo ba 
desired 

As, in fact, do all of the Qulcksllvars 1 
seven odd album releases with the 
exception of this, their second, which is ihe 
one that secured them their reputation as 
one of the finest Jamming bands ever to 
come out of psychedelic San Fransisco. 

The band eonalatedof guHartsti John 
Cipollina and Gary Duncan, batsman David 
Freiberg and drummer Greg Elmore, and 
word has it that they rehearsed just one 
song for weeks and waaks prior to recording 
this album. Than song was Bo Dlddley's 
eerie r'n'b standard 'Who Do You Love?’ end 
the Quicksilvers proceeded lo slow that 
Olddlay beat down lo walking pace, beef If 
up and then jam through It for twenty five 
minutes which lurch and stumble between 
add Incredulity and pure magic. 

Mostly recorded live it emerges as a 
remarkably honest chronicle of a lam, even 
leading us to that place where all jams 
Invariably fell apart and have to be built up 
wgaln. Credit for this must go to Elmore's 
drumming which la The very definition of 
tenacious and Freiberg's bass which not 
only mines a great deal of melody out of two 
chords but does so with a tone so explosive 
it threatens to take your stomach away. 

Nevertheless It's Ihe two guitarists who 
emerge as the real stars of Ihe show- 
ChpolTina copped all the honours, walking 
away from this album a living legend 
{remember how he resurfaced as extra 
special guest on lour and album with Welsh 
wizards Man in 1975) and headbangera 
might well appreciate his SOlO tor lit noiie 
value. But quite honestly Gary Duncan's Is 
the belter of the two, 

Fieklng tunes delicately Out of thin air he 
slowly builds up the tension, finally, 
reaching the glorious moment when you 
hear him flick his selector switch onto the 
back pick-up of his Stratocaater and kick ihe 
band screaming into top gear. It may have 
little to do with MotOrhead but early in 1969. 
when this album was released, this was 
Haavyyyy, man and Quicksilver Messenger 
Service were IT! M 


Charity Bair 
(Reprise K 44144) 

WHEN THIS album was released in the 
Autumn of 1371 the all-girl American group 
Fanny seemed on the verge of worldwide 
success. They had wonder producer 
Richard Perry at the controls and the might 
of the Kinney carparking corporation (That * 
WE A lo you and me) behind them. There was 
lots of the sod of publicity some might call 
hype, lots of touring and a fair amount of 
radio play too. Promoted as Glam Rock 
good-time girls, Fanny were pioneering 
seq u ins and s panda ■ an d si i the other 
trimmings but despite Ihe time and place 
they never guile happened- 

Problem was that their music didn't match 
the flashy image. So. although they 
managed to keep things together for a 
couple of years, changing personnel and 
recording a couple more albums, Fanny 
were aimosl a lost cause from the start. 
Commercially that la not musically, tor 
'Charily Ball' still stands as one hell ol an 
album. 

Fusing elements of all that wee happening 
at the beginning of the seventies it defies 
categorisation. Heavy rock, country rock 
and soul rock combine into a sound that’s 
hardly Metsi but cuts like it is. The sort of 
thing thal will confound and conlusa anyone 
who thin Ns the only thing ail-gin groups can 
do i$ thrash away Ilk# pal# imitations of their 
male counterparts, Fanny had a real feel for 
the depth end variety that lies in rock’n'roll, 
but more Importantly they had . . . gh . r 
balls. 

The Millington sisters June and Jean led 
the bend, playing guitar and bass 
respectively, but pianist Hickey Barclay took 
the lion's share of the writing. The line-up 
was completed by Alice de Bunr on drums, 
whose playing should serve as a model- to 
anyone of any sex warning to learn how lo 
hit Sticks. Not only docs she sound tight and 
punchy but she obviously knew I hat there's 
more to playing a long than simply keeping 
the beoi 

Through male rial (hat ranges from dance 
rock {'Charity Ball') to heads down boogie 
{ Cat Fever ) to Wistful. Stevie Nicks-like 
balladry {'Thinking Of You'), the-drums

Hence lire difficulty in 
gelling any worthwhile gigs. 

In fact. Dealer treat getting a gig ihe way most bands would 
getting a record deal, but earlier this year fete decided lo smile in 


gelling a record deal, our earner in is year ime aeciaea id smut: ir 
their owed ion. For some reason, beat known lo himself, megasisr 
drummer and racer of lest cars Cozy Powell decided to hold a drum 
clinic in. you've guessed It, Cirencester, end set about finding a 
small local band to open the proceedings. 

Faster than ■ rat up a drainpipe Dealer got the gig and, 
determined to make the most of this golden windfall, went about 
recording a nine-track cassette Htl«r Boogie, Booze And Birds' 
which, despite a few rough edges, contains a couple of songs that, 
given time and a decent production, would make rather fine 
singles. One such track is Lon* Wolf, deserving of its place in Ihe 
t#f despite the band's change ol name end a guitar solo that 
occasionally borders on monontony. 

While some bands refuse lo acknowledge influences. Dealer cite

Wembley Arena, London 


IN AN when audiences start 
rushing down to the front, malchss 
alighl, even ne1o r e the safety 
curtain has been # ai&ed, M 's 
instructive to be reminded how the 
traditional nock concert is 
conducted. Jethro Tull reinforced 
some basic lessons when they 
returned in triumph to Wembley. Ian 
Anderson expects the audience lo 
do some work, They have lo listen, 
sometimes to new end unfamiliar 
material end to tunas Lh at don't 
have inslant rial appeal 

There are slow patches, bits 
where the folk sn^mg and gentle 
acoustic guitar is almost soporific. 
0ul gradually over two hours Ihe 
pace hols up. the tension mounts 
and you Feel you've actually 
undergone £ course al treatment 
instead of a quick energy fix. And 
then, as Tull suddenly blast into 
Aqualung', ihe cumulate pressure 
unleashes an explosion. Now the 
audience begin rushing lo The Front, 
now they stand up in wave$, now 
they are lighting gas flames, and 
gmitlinq a rear of delight lhal drums 
around th-e vast walls ol the Arena. 

Ian Anderson's boundless energy 
after a dozen years of touring is 
quite astonishing. He twirled his 
flute and pranced a merry highland 
fling, and. as he was chased around 



the stage by & i&rgo goose and men 
in while coals, ihe old Tull humour 
seemedi jusl as manic. 

The band has changed drastically 
over the past couple or years, and 
sounded very clipped, precise and 
vigorous. Gd'ry Conway eschewed 
a drum soto. oul baliered home 
some satisfying lill-ins. particularly 
on a iric spol with Dave Pegg on 
bass and new star keyboard player, 
kill-clad Peter-John Vettese. Martin 
Barre played with the mixture of 
thunderous energy and restraint 
that i$ his lone and was showcased 
in a long solo short on gimmicks 
and heavy en blues 

Skilled and gifted musical 
craftsmen they provided Ian's 
songs with all Ihe difte r eni 
backdrops they needed whether it 
was hard rock or Too O d To 
Rock'n'Roll Ane Too Young To Die ..

New Haven, ths 
most presentable on the circuit, and 
after sin years doing the rounds the 
band are Familiar with them all Jay 
Jay H was who set the Sister in 
motion Following a brief spell with 
Wicked Lester, a Three Dog Night 
influenced outfit containing nascent 
Kiss Korranqsters Simmons arid 
Stanley (he's got a tape qF She' 
complete with violins, keyboards 
and (lutes, no kidding?) and though, 
as mentionod in the Iasi is^ue of 
Kerrang!, it's only recently the band 
haye gained record company 
support, their pre-deal years wore 
tar Irom idly spent.

Under The 
Blade produced uy Eddie Kramer 
and Bad Boys Of Rock'N Hell 
produced by Rob Freeman who 
recently sat at the cask for the 
huqery successful* Go^Gos album, 
drawn some 12,000 people into 
their Fan dub. a debauched version 
of the Kiss Army Known (oftoally) 
as the Sick Motherf--king Friends of 
Twrsted Sister, and acquired their 
own lighting rig and PA. T hese are 
no juke-pin' amateurs. Having 
headlined 4.000 seaters and moved 
up into arenas io Support the likes oF 
Priest, BQC and Jefferson Starship, 
ihey've enough ck>ut to ensure that 
their services are properly 
rewarded. A two sot show, two io 
Ihree limes a week is now enough 
to keep them ticking over. 

"Walk around hore on your own

. . . IN THE GROOVE

CUTTING is probably the most 
KAsophisl seated part ol a studio's busi- 
fiess although h's really a straightfor¬ 
ward process. I'm given (he Finished tapes of a 
bard's Hlbum or single and, using a special 
lathe and a special cutting head I turn I lie 
electronic signal on tape inlo grooves on a 
lacquer. It looks just like lbe finished record 
and at the factory (hey use M to grow I he 
mole I work that will finally stamp them out in 
thousands 

The equipment is incredibly sophislicaled 
and expensive The lathe and I he cutting head 
slore come (o SMO.CKH) while (he can sole and 
the ampllllets cost much the same. Qne com¬ 
pany, Neumann of Berlin, have a virtual world 
monopoly on disc cutting equipment and af 
CBS we were the First In Ihis country (o get 
their latest MS30 computerised system. 

"Most disc cutlers — or mastering em 
glneers as they call (hem In the United States 
— are regular sludio engineers who worked 
themselves up from being tea boys or (ape 
ops and (hen grew disillusioned with the long 
hours and the demands session engineering 
can make on your personal life. They prefer a 
more ordered, nine (q five-type existence. 
Nevertheless, you still find that If you're work¬ 
ing directly with music and sound tor eight 
solid hours, five days a week, you end Up not 
listening to it and grooving to it any more. You 
find yourself listening at it. trying to hear lhe 
drop outs' and other technical faiths on lhe 
lape which your average man in the street 
would never notice, You end up analysing 
everything. 

“The theory of disc cutting is very simple 
You have your musical programme which 
lasts a certain number of minutes, it has a cer¬ 
tain dynamic range — the difference between 
the loudest and the softest parts — and i( has 
a certain amount of bass and treble. You have 
to juggle with the lathe and the settings so 
that you can lit It all onto one side Ol (he lac¬ 
quer with the maximum depth of groove and 
die maximum land' between the grooves, 
Certain thing a have to be remembered. The 
nearer you get to the centre of lhe disc, for 
example. I he more difficult it is to keep the 
high treble Irec ol distortion if your level is too 
high. Or It you cut too much bass some press¬ 


ing plants will reject (he lacquer 

"I; very rarely cut anything 'flat' — (hat Is 
without altering the equalization or ton* set¬ 
tings. You may wonder why groups Or produc¬ 
ers who spend hours in (he studio mixing an 
album at the cost of thousands of pounds 
should then need to make more adjustments 
to the sound when thc-y come lo cut The final 
record. Well, to begin With, when Ihey're mix¬ 
ing they're invariably listening at very high 
volume on speakers which are very flattering 
to The sound. Quite often they're under the in¬ 
fluence of drugs too so everything seems a lot 
better than il actually is. Consequently, whon 
they gel their linal mix home and listen Id il on 
a cassette or a Revox at a more reasonable 
volume they realise (hat it s still not quite 
right. But because I he record company al¬ 
ways wants itie lacquers yeslerday and 
they've probably exhausted their recording 
budget too, There's not ihe lime Dr (he money 
to go in and mix a track or two again. But 
when they come to me they find I have my 
speakers set up so I hey sound as close Lo a 
domestic sfereo as possible — in fact, it any¬ 
thing I have them slightly on the dull side — 
so by the time we've tweaked a hi I here and 
(here and the tape sounds fine on my system 
it Should sound just as good anywhere else. 

Quite 0 lol of my work involves Heavy Met¬ 
al. Apart from all the CBS acls from the Stales 
like Blue Oyster Cult. Ted Nugerrt, Molly 
Hatchet and 50 on which all pass through our 
hands I've also done albums by Rainbow. 
Michael SchenkST. Motorhead and Tank as 
well 3 5 independent work tor Kamaflagc Re¬ 
cords and Heavy Metal Records from Wol¬ 
verhampton. Mosl of the re-EQing lo be done 
with HM Is on the very high top frequencies, lo 
get (hat extra enspness. bul 1 cul (he last Qzzy 
Osbourne album and I had to do very little 
with thal. The tape had a lot of presence from 
the start, the lop end was really clear and 
clean while (he bottom had a great body to it, 
iMotorhead's Iron Fist didn’t cause many 
roblems either. Being only a three piece, with 
emmy's bass so jangly and high, it meant 
that the only real bass on the tape came from 
the drums. Which made it very easy to cut be¬ 
cause as a general rule Ihe mure bass IhCrfi is 


Ihe more difficult il is lo get a good level. If 
you take a cross-section Of a groove, you see, 
you'll find thal the two groove walls, each cor 
responding lo one side of the stereo, are at 45 
degrees to each olher. The dcpIFi at which you 
can cul is directly proportional to the distance 
between (he (wo sides al (he surface. Because 
bass causes the major undulations in (he 
groove wall H s obvious that it you cul too 
much bass loo deep you’ll soon run put pf re¬ 
cord! So il you want a lol of bass you have lo 
sacrifice Ihe overall level. 

"Mind you, it's a popular misconceplion 
ihat the deeper you cut (he louder Ihe final re^ 
cord will be. Loudness is really only apparent, 
You can make something sound louder, even 
though technically it remains at the same 
volume, by boosting (he frequencies ip which 
the human ear is the must responsive. That's 
between icoo and GGCO cycles which is Ihe 
mid range and (he more of those frequencies 
the ear receives the louder It thinks Ihe source 
is. 

"Consequently, a favourite trick is lo pile or 
lol s pf middle al the cut. it not only makes the 
record sound more exciting but it suits tran¬ 
sistor radio speakers loo. So you tend to do 
that for a single in particular. Trouble is thal if 
you (hen fake that middley' record and play it 
on a halfway decent slereu System il Will 
sound honky and horrible and hard You 
either have to find a compromise between the 
Two or else cut (he single and album versions 
differently. 12 Inch singles are something else 
again. Clients always want to hear (hem Ipud 
and pokey with lols ol lop. but Ihe strange Fact 
is thal Ihe louder you cul The more difficult it is 
to keep the high Treble clean. But Ihat s coun¬ 
terbalanced by the Pact I Mat a stylus prefers Id 
work a( the faster speed of 45 rpm than it does 
at J3. There's less sideways movement when 
the momentum Is greater. 

" Because there are so many variables and 
SO many factors lo take into consideration a 
lot of cutting engineers don't like having the 
band present at Ihe cut- The reason being ihat 
most musicians don't I Lilly appreciate the rela¬ 
tionship between whal (hey hear in (he cutting 
room, wh»r rhey heard in the sludio al ear- 
blistering volume, and what they'll hear On Ihe 
record when it's finally pressed But il doesn ( 
bother me. I’m always impressed by a band 
who make a genuine effort 1u explain what if is 
they want right from the start. Some even go 
so far as lo bring in a record by another group 
and ssy 'This is Ihe sort ol sound we're hop¬ 
ing for' and. If I can, (hen I try to gel it lor (hem. 

■ Sometimes, of course, it's just net possi¬ 
ble but mostly I can make adjuStmefilfi On Ihe 
preliminary play-through ot the (ape and they 
can hear what it will sound like. Then we come 
to common decisions about (he bass and the 
treble and whether a little compression here 
and (here or p little narrowing of Ihe stereo 
Icture won't make the vole* pop out Ihat little 
it more. 

'"After that it's simply a question ot cutting a 
reference acetal* of (he whole album and 
sending them home with it for a couple of 
days before I cut the final lacquer. That way 
they can compare the levels and tones and 
everything wiflh other LPs in their collection 
and they also have Ihe chance to play il On a 
number of different sound systems too. Thai s 
where Ihe final decisions are made and ihal's 
where they should be made toe. Ultimately, 
you see. It shouldn't matter a damn what the 
alburn sounds like in my cutting room. It's 
what it'll be like when people buy it. lake it 
home and pul it on (heir Own turntables (Fiat 
counts/'
